Amendments to Cliy Charter. 


There was a good-ilied meeting of 
30 Newport Improvement Association 
I tho rooms of Iho Newport Historical 
oclety t/h Monday afternoon, called for 
he purposo of hearing tho reading of 
he report of tho committee on amend- 
ments to the city charter, Tho report 
was rond by Professor John W. Burgess 
and Itwai followed with tho closest at- 
ttmtlon by all present. Professor Bur- 
gess has made a careful study of muni- 
cipal affairs in the United States and In 
foreign countries, and tho proposed 
amendments Wero tho result of mature 
deliberation, 


The report opens wllh a brief 'state- 


ment of tho fact that Americans recog- 
nize Iho honesty and efficiency of muni- 
cipal government In Europe, 
whllo 


thinking Europeans recognize munici- 
pal government as tho ona conspicuous 
failure of the United Slates. Then fol- 
lows a comparison of tho lectorato In 
American and foreign citloa, 
German 


cities allow only male taxpayers, 26 
years of ago, lo volo. 
English cities 


allow nil taxpayers, regardless of sex, 
21 years of oge, to vole; whllo Amerl- 
cap cities require generally tho samo 
qualifications ai for President. Thoi 
follows some able argument In favor o 
allowing all taxpayers In tho city, mala 
or fornalo, legal rcaldonta or nol, lo 
have a Vote in municipal affairs.

The authority given by, Congress in 


the current appropriation for the re- 
plenishing of the stock of torpedoes 
will enable the Navy Department to 
add materially to the torpedo plant at 
Newport and its msnufacturing activi- 
ties. The Torpedo Station really ii one 
of the principal industries fri Newport, 
the machine shops giving'employment 
to a force of men who are permanent 
residents of the city. 
Being civilians 


and not subject to periodical transfers, 
the Torpedo Station people are not to 
be reckoned aa "floating population" in 
the summer capital. ' The available ap- 
propriation ia. said to assure increased 
activity there for two years to come, 
but as this will not suffice to furnish a 
supply of torpedoes which meets the 
department's needs fully, 
Newport 


people are justified in the expectation 
that there will be several years more of 
brisk business at the shops. 


Thus, assuming that some high offi 


cia) has no Intention of later transfer- 
ring the torpedo shops to some Southern 
city which seems to him to need the 
business or is to be placated politically, 
the people in Newport may feel as- 
sured that they have a manufacfuring 
business which is not subject to psycho- 
logical depression.

The Ships at Vera Cruz. 


(Providence Journal.) 


Now that the war is over—and we 


have the assurance of First Chief Car- 
ranza for that—what is the use of 
keeping a division, or more, of battle- 
ships anchored iri the Gulf of Mexico 
within range Of the unfortified city ol 
Vera CruzT The Navy Department has 
not yet explained why the formidable 
crmament was sent down there, in the 
first instance—practically the whole o 
oursea strength in the Atlantic. It 
was easy to get the fleet to Vera Cruz- 
Secretary Daniels has described glow- 
ingly the efficiency of lne-mobi!ization.

Bar, a hundred yean ago the Kep- 


tnnlst theory, which bad swept every- 
thing before It In the minds of'men 
or science, met Its Waterloo at the 
band's of Hntton, the Scottish geolo- 
gist, with his "Plutonic" theory (from 
Pinto, the god of the Infernal regions). 
Hulton's Idea was that the materials 
which flll the metallic veins were melt- 
ed by heat and forcibly Injected lato 
tha clefts and fissures of the.strata 
from below. 


The "Neptnnlsts" and "Plntonlsts" 


bad a hard fight, with, the latter hold- 
Ing the upper hand, until their theory 
tad assumed a kind of compromise' 
fonn, with water again plnylnj the 
principal role. The American geolo- 
gist. Van Hise, Is the author of one of 
the latest theories, according to srblai 
atteorfc water (condensed atmospheric 
tanor) penetrates deep Into the earth's 
crust and. with steadily Increasing 
temperature, takes np mineral matter 
Into solution.
